A COMPLEX SITUATION. 


•New .Klcmciit of Uncertainty mjncted 


Iiilo the Pollticiil Outlook. 


Washington, July 2S.—The nomination 


of Bryan ai.d Watson l;y the Populist 
convention, ndcls turthur complications 
to an already complicated situation, and 
makes iu more than ever impossible to 
form predictions as to the outcome on 
the returns oC previous elections. Th-2 
nomination ot a. third ticket by the gold 
men, which now seems inevitable, will 
interject another element of uncertainty 
Into the coming campaign, and in .all 
calculations o£ the result, many con- 
tingencies must be taken into cpnsid- 
eratlor. which have never before en- 
tered Into political computations 
In the 


attempt to analyze the situation, one of 
the most difficult factors to be dealt 
with is the bifurcated tall of the Bryan 
ticket. 
" There.can l>e little doubt that the with- 
drawal of Sewal] would be more dis- 
astrous to the Democratic and Populist 
alliance than the withdrawal of Watson. 
"Watson's strongest support comes from 
the states where it Is least needed, while 
It is believed Sewali's candidacy will 
strengthen Bryan's ticket In the doubt- 
ful states, where the battle must be 
fought out. \Vatson will weaken the 
Democratic support ,of the ticket every- 
where. Even in the south, he may hurt 
Bryan more than help him. He would 
bring him tlie Populist vote, but his 
course in politics has been such as to 
arouse the bitterest antagonism among 
southern Democrats, and It would be 
particularly hard for tlie Democratlc 
leaders in his own state to support any 
Ucket beaxiiu; his name.

This, there- 
fore, fjivcs i's the equivalent weight of 
n culuruu of [itmo.spheriooirof tho samo 
section. Tho pressure on a square inch 
bcL-ij; thus nsccrtaiijed, we have merely 
to multiply it by the number of square 
iuclies of the earth's surface to obtain 
the total weight of tho atmosphere. Its 
amount in round numbers is B.ii-10,000,- 
000.000,000 tons, or about a millionth 
of the weight of tho earth. A man of 
ordinary Rtaiure is exposed to about 14 
tozis of this pressure, but as tho air per- 
meates rhe whole body nnd presses 
equally in all directions no iucouven- 
ieut'o is found to result from it.

And the queen of Sheba said: I be- 


lieved not th« word.H until I came and 
mine i;yes had seeu it and behold tho half 
was not to'id me. Tliy wisdom and pros- 
perity exceedeth the fame which I heard. 
The prosperity under Solomon was so 
magnificent that it became omblematic of 
tho reign of Christ in His milennial 
glory. 


A tulent of gold among the Jews was 


equal to S2G,499, the silver talent $1655,- 
23. 


Tbe rates bjjfcween tho.se two metals was 


therefore 16 to 1 and a small fraction over 
i.o. 4-^99. For nearly 2000 years they 
rnainUiued their parity and the wisest 
man of ancient times saw no reason to 
ulier the ratio.

value nbroad. Beside that, the more uses 
anything is put to the more ius value is 
enhanced. 


OC course if the U. S. repudiates silver, 


ii closts one large avenue ol usufulnesa to 
that metal; it would become proportion- 
ately cheaper. Then, with England, Ger- 
many und.o^her countries executing tho 
same financial harikari, silver would be 
houuducl from the cbaunols of trade as a 
measure ol v nines.

Those 
who fix waged without regard to these 
principles, by working tho market, forc- 
ing competition and in like ways, -ore 
no better than highwaymen or pirates. 


What is tho test of a -fair division 


with labor? It is very simple. When 
tho workingman, willing to labor, fair- 
ly competent, reasonably prudent, is 
falling behind month by month, while 
tho employer ifl increasing his snrplr -, 
there is no fair division. In such case 
tho employer is becoming rich without 
economic merit and the workingmau 
ia growing poorer without economic de- 
merit. Sornuwhere in tho practice of di- 
vision there is fraud. 


Under a ju.ic distribution of the prod- 


uct of labor thoro would be no enforced 
iilloncHS among workingmeu. A man 
willing to work could find employment. 
The aggregate wealth of tho country 
and of 'tho world ifi increased year by 
year. Fair division would, therefore, 
increase the wealth of each individual 
year by year—tho industrious, of coarse, 
not tho willfully idle. 


For all iiicronsc of wealth, in legiti- 


mate ways, is primarily due to labor. 
A voin of gold ill a mountain ia worth 
nothing nnr.il labor is applied, 
Tho 


gems in African diamond Colds eost so 
nmuh labor in tho getting out. 
With a 


fair division and a constant Increase of 
wealth all arouna, new wants wor.ld 
develop oncli ytar, creating new do- 
mnnds for labor and no more need be 
idle. Tho economic milleninm would be

Tho question of wages is a question n* 


ethics. There is no more important fa 
than this for the workingman to insi^ 
upon. It is not tho separate interest of 
n class that is concerned, but tho wel- 
fare of tho whole- people. .

How tho AtmoBpnrvro IB Weighed. 


A column of mercury 30 inches in 


height is supported in a glass tnbe by 
the pressure of the atmosphere, and, if 
it were one square inch in section, it 
wonld weigh 14.7U pounds. This, there- 
fore, gives us the equivalent weight of 
a column of atmospheric air of tho same 
section. The pressurc on a square inch 
being thus ascertained, wo Jmvo merely 
to multiply it by the number of square 
inches o£ the earth's surface to obtain 
the total weight of the atmosphere. Its 
amount in roundnnmbersis 5,240,000,- 
000,000,000 tons, or about a millionth 
of tho weight of the earth. A man of 
ordinary stntnro is exposed to about 14 
tons of this pressure, but as tho air per- 
meates the whole body and presses

DEADLY CYCLONE. 


Takes Human Livoa and Levels rinildln*s 


In Mnny Places. 


New Yorlt, 
July 2S.—A heavy Tvind 


and rainstorm passed over this clly and 
vicinity about 6 o'clock last nleht. The 
thunder, lightning and a pourlne rain 
were, after 15 minutes, followed by a 
windstorm of cyclonic character. The 
lightning struck the chimney of the hos- 
pital "vvin^ of the colnred women's home, 
In East Sixty-fourth street, and a panic 
ensued among the patients. 
The only 


damage, however, was to the chimney, 
which was demolished. A number of 
frame buildings were blown down in 
Harlem. Chimneys and gljjn boards were 
blown from buildings in all parts of tbe 
city. Charles F. Selgel, 28 years old, was 
almost instantly killed during the hejght 
of the storm by a tall maple tree, which 
was blown down upon him.

Reports received from ai} sections of the 
t:ity and state, and Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, indicate that the storm was 
general, and that much damage was 
done to property. 


Plttsburg, July 28.—A wind and rain 


storm of unusual fierceness visited this 
section lost night, causinj? the loss of 
three lives and doing Immense damage 
to property. Several dwellings were com- 
pletely demolished and others partially 
wrecked. Eight or 10 churches' had 
their roofs, blown off and otherwise Uam- 
aped. Telegraph, telephone and elec- 
tric light poles'were swept away, mixing 
the wires in a.n inextricable mass in the 
streets, making travel in many sections 
of the city Impossible. Lightning and 
high wind accompanied the storm. It la 
estimated that $100,000 will hardly cover 
the loss In this locality alone. In Alle- 
gheny, 12 people were struck by light- 
ning.
